That’s one of the findings of 
the Kentucky Agricultural Ex- 
periment Station's agronomy de- 
partment Drs. R. B. Griffith 
and G. T. Webster recently con- 
cluded an 18-month study of 
American cigarettes to deter- 
mine cigarette size and com- 
position Full details of the study 
are In the current Issue of the 
Kentucky Research quarterly, 
off the press today. 

Here’s a rundown on the 
study's findings: 

1. Cigarette size — circumfer- 
ence (distance around the cig- 
arette)— had a tendency to de- 
crease during the period of the 
study (July 1958-January 19581.

6 Manufacturers can vary the 
blend in numerous ways, dep- 
ending on the tobaccos available 
and the companies' desires, to 
end up with a cigarette of desir- 
able smoking quality.
